Of Stanley's ; 

Talk at HUM 



An invention to aid In insect re- 
search: developed by Professor John 
Stanley Clialrman of the Biology 
department was ■ the topic of a 
speech by him at Hlllel yesterday. 
This was one . of . a regular series 
enittled 3'JMeet,-The Faculty." 

The maciîïnc; located In Room 
211 df the Biology Building, Is a 
type ot robot, it enables Insects to 
be examined at any stage in their 
development . without the presence 
of the experimenter. For example. 
It it is desired to watch an insect 
going Into a' cocoon, and if this 
event Is expected to take place' »t 
some inconvenient time then by 
the use ot Dr. Stanley's InveAtiu.i 
the otuervation can be made at 
some, lafe^ date. ^ / 'V '.i 

The machine operates through a 
unique timing device Invented ■ by 
Dr. Stanley himself. This device 
makes use of two sIzcH of' brass 
spheres, one of which falls into 
a relay every hour. If no obser- 
vation is, to be. made, a small ball 
f4lls;^i^t«i|ofa<ervation Is needed 
a -làSejîSÏÏi^ Mls the machinery 
going. Thus If Dr; Stanley leavei 
the laboratory at six, and an Im- 
portant event in the insects' lives 
is' to happen at ten, he arranges in 
llie , apprûpriale place, three small 
balltfinjtuceession followed by one 
Urge'*KÎn?^ne small ball (alU at 
e*1:h~^f"a1fvc^n;''^IgmrT«nd'2:Jiln5^ 
d'clozk. causing nothing to happen. 
At ten o'clock the large ball falls 
allowing the appropriate Jar ot In- 
sects to fall into the cold storage 
box. Here it Is preserved iintil Dr. 
Stanl6y Is ready to look at\it. 

The Robot, Dr. Stanley -.said,; al- 
ready has been responsible for, ob- 
taining new Information about Ihe 
insects, and is expected lo be of 
great use in the future.

■ The main itcma on the agenda arc finance and 
3ii{|^crhational relations. And it has become ob- 
Jibtis that there are at least two different points 
^f' of view on each of these particular issues. 
. The Students Lxccutivc Council has aakcd for 
an increase of three dollars in the Students So- 
dtiiçiy fee. A thorough study of the financial 
piosition of the Students Society since the start 
pdf/lius year has convinced us that the student 
^.^^body hafi to make a' choice between raising fees 
^^^o'r scrioufly curtailing extra-curricular activities. 
*^,ilàdicatio«s to date have been that the tighten- 
;ing up of expenditures sincp the first of this year 
' have not been popular. But the Students Ex- 
ecutive Council simply cannot adequately fin- 
ehcc the many activities ou the jncscnt fees, as 
the. 'financial, chairman points out in his state- 
ment below. 

Till! financial chairman comments on The 
Daily, tlicrcforc we think we should point out 
pur view that it is far too big an operation for 
;^^^aludrnts taking a full university course. No 
^^cfcdir is given for work on The 'Daily and the 
l'.'nïoitalily" rale is high. It would be far more 



reasonable to turn out a student paper two or 
three times a week. 

Here again, it is up to you to decide. You 
cither want a daily newspaper with wide camp- 
us coverage or a less frequent publication with 
much less coverage.; The Daily has, for finan 
cial reasons, had to limit severely its six-pogc 
issue«> and will finish two week earlier than last 
year. From our point of view, a less frequent 
publication would be more reasonable for the 
few people who turn it out. It is no secret that 
the number of failures among Daily staffers 
has been excessively high. 

In the field of international relations, since 
one group will tuove that a "Western" or Com- 
monwealth, organization of students be formed, 
the Iritefnàtiônar Ulilort of Students is bound to 
come up. The Communist-s, of course, will 
ftrongly lavor affiliation with I. C. S., a Com- 
munist-dominated organization which busies .it 
self with political action along Communist lines 
with the emphasis being on denunciation qf the 
United States. 

As we have said before, we can sec no reason 
whatsoever for attaching Canada's' name to the 
political' activities of r Inlcrnalional ,Union of 
Students. The Canadian observers who have 
attended I. U. S. meetings — with the exception 
of Labour Pro};rcs^ivc Party (Communist) ob- 
i!crvcr.< who have slandered . Canada and the 
Unit(»d States at these gatherings — have recom- 
mended that'Canadian university students stay 
clear of affiliation with I.U.S. . • . C. K.

Stated in its.most clcmcn/ary terms 
the cyclotron is made up of a box 
between two poles of a magnet. In- 
side this box, there Ls a vacuum 
which is nearly perfect but not 
quite. In. .fact, at the very centre 
la a type of hyfirogen idischargc 
tube through which a little hydro- 
gen is continuously streaming, into 
the vacuum. Now the hydrogen 
atom is made up of one proton 
pnd one electron and as the hydro- 
gen emerges from 'the discharge 
tube, the electrons arc l(noci<ed off 
tlie atoms leaving only protons.
